Nkw Yokk, Aug. Ii. — A London cable 
says: "The private comment in aristo- 
cratic circles that has been created as a 
result of the fact that the Queen wai 
not represented in the list of marring! 
presents bestowed upon the Princes: 
Louise, bus apparently goaded ilei 
Majesty into authorizing a kind of semi 
otlieiiil statement on the subject. • Pro 
bably the exasperating comments of the 
society papers have had no little lo do 
with this unusual step. 

Edmund Yates, through his World, 
was polite enough to suggest that tho 
Queen bad probably bestowed upon her 
granddaughter one of the numerous as- 
sortment of India shawls that she keeps 
in camphor for just such occasions, 
and which dining tho past few 
years she bus distributed with some- 
thing of a lavish hand. Por contra, 
Lubouchero, through the columns of 
the Truth, to say nothing of the night- 
ly tittle-tattle in the house of commons, 
has been unkind enough to suggest that 
Her Majesty foiled to figure in the list 
of donors upon the auspicious occasion 
in question in order that it should ap- 
pear that her financial circumstances 
were not of a nature befitting her sta- 
tion in the realm, and that rather than 
be represented by a gift which, in actual 
value, might be valued at many hun- 
dreds of pounds, preferred not to figure 
in the array of presents at all. 

Hut, according to the semi-official 
Statement referred to, all this gossip 
and rumors does the aged sovereign no 
small injustice. An interview was pro- 
cured to-day with an official closely at- 
tached to Lord the Chamberlain, and 
what he has to say will appear in the 
leading papers of the country. 

As everybody knows, it is customary 
for every aristocratic bride to have her 
"dot." In some eases this is settled on 
her husband to be, in order that proper 
provision may be lliude for her support 
in style befitting her rank. In other 
eases, where the groom is possessed of 
considerable wealth in his own right, 
this "dot," prior to the ceremony, is 
settled on the bride for her exclusive 
use and control, lint in this instance 
the fair bride was minus the customary 
"dot," and what was more to the point, 
the financial circumstances of her illus- 
trious father, the heir apparent, was of 
such a character that even with the 
extra allowance of $45,000 per quarter 
that it was agreed by the Cabinet 
should be reported by the committee on 
royal grants, it would be impossible for 
him to make any settlement upon his 
daughter, except at the expense of his 
numerous creditors. 

In this emergency her majesty came 
to the rescue, and, 24 hours before the 
betrothal was olliciully ciiininunicatetl 
to the court journal, papers were signed 
by which her majesty transferred a por- 
tion of the income from certain pro- 
perty, amounting to £4,000, or 820,000, 
annually, upon the royal bride for her 
exclusive use. A check for one-fourth 
this amount, representing the first quar- 
terly payment, hail a place among the 
wedding presents, but for obvious rea- 
sons it was not exposed to public view. 
In addition to this provision, moreover, 
her majesty defrayed the entire cost of 
the bride's trousseau, and which is 
placed by those in u position to know at 
§30,000. 

prince henry's absence. 

There was a good deal of comment 
among the guests at the Royal wedding, 
as well as at the breakfast given by the 
Prince of Wales after the ceremony, re- 
garding the absence of Prince Henry of 
iJattenberg, the husband of the Princess 
Beat rice. In view of the fact that the 
Prince was in London as late as the 
middle of the week, it was looked upon 
as decidedly strange that he should have 
failed to exhibit himself at iiis accus- 
tomed place in the rear of his Royal 
mother-in-law while the Fife-Louise 
nuptials were in progress, and a good 
many stories, some having a more or 
less plausible appearance, were in- 
vented by the gossips to account for his 
absence. 

The truth of the matter is, however, 
anil the fact will he common property 
within '_'! hours, that the Prince of 
Wales not only did not want the com- 
pany of the German stripling at the 
Wedding, but actually would not permit 
of his present. The heir apparent has 
anything but a tender regard for bis 
brother-in-law, whom he suspects, and 
probably not without considerable 
cause, of acquainting the Queen with 
the details of a good many of his pecca- 
dilloes ; ami when the list of proposed 
participants in the ceremony was sub- 
mitted by the lord chamberlain his pen 
went through Prince Henry's name 
with force enough to make a rent in the 
paper. 

The \\ eekly Times, of Sal unlay, com- 
menting on the royal n flair, has this lo 
say: It seems that Prime Henry of 
Battenbcrg was not wanted at the royal 
feast. "Let him go down to Carisbrook 
and have a feast all to himself the Mon- 
day after," saitl Albeit Edward, and so 
Henry is to lie sworn ill on the 29th as 
governor of his brother's owls and bats 
at Curisbroke castle, ami is tu have a 

good dinner afterwards. 

The Prince of Bitttenborg has nearly 
as good an appetite as the 1 hike of Edin- 
burgh, and takes it rather hardly that 
while all the banqueting has been going 
on lately lie has not had so much as a 
smell, hut has been kept at home with 
Beatrice ami mailllnil and the babies to 
the usual frugal out oil' lhc joint anil 
mug of porter.

An Interview with the American Sailor— 
He Lets Out a Few Facts. 

Last night a representative of Tin-: 
Colonist interviewed Hawkins, the 

pleasant featured "prize crew" of the 
Black Diamond. He is most reserved, 
ami (Iodines to communicate with any- 
body in reference to his latest experi- 
ence, remarking that "the story won't 
lie completed till I get back to Sail 
Francisco." He saitl, "T was born in 
Kolsan, Sweden, in the year I SOI, ami 
left my native home for America when 
I was 1 4 years of age. After lauding in 
the Unitoil States 1 sailed to England 
ami Germany several times in sailing 
vessels, serving as an A. Ii. In IMS" I 
joined the government service, being 
articled as an A. Ii. aboard the revenue 
cruiser Albatross, in which vessel I 
sailed round South America and nil over 
both coasts of the States. In tho 
beginning of the year 1 joined 
the Rush, shipping as a seaman, doing 
Quartermaster's duly. I inn going back 
to Sitka on the steamship Anco'n to re- 
join my ship when she arrives here next 
week. ' About the Black Diamond affair 
I will say nothing." 

He was then asked by the reporter, 
"Didn't Mr. Tuttlo give you to under- 
stand when you went aboard the Black 
Diamond that in the event of tho cap- 
tain shaping a course for Victoria you 
were not to interpose?" 

His answer, after u good ileal of evi- 
dent confusion, brought about by the 
question, was that hu was not at liberty 
to say whether such was the case or not.

THE SEIZED SEALER. 

Report of Captain SUcppard Submitted to 
the Government. 

Washington, August 7. — Tim report 

of ( 'aptain Shopparil, commanding t he 
revenue steamer Rush, in regard to the 
seizure of the British barque Black 
Diamond, mailed at San Francisco, has 
been received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Acting Secretary Batchcllor re- 
fuses to give it to the press, hut admits 
that it confirms substantially newspaper 
reports concerning the seizure It con- 
tain j no reference to the escape of the 
vessel, for the reason that the escape oc- 
curred after the report was written. 
Neither does it give any explanation 
with regard to the sinalluess of tho crow 
placed in charge of the prize, but the 
report is saitl to indicate that the vessel 
was not paroled, but subject only to the 
control of the prize crew. 

Acting Secretary Batchcllor said that 
as the question seems to assume politi- 
cal importance, he preferred to do noth- 
ing in the matter without consultation 
with Secretary SVilldoin on the subject. 



WRECK OF THE MONTREAL- 

She Ooes Down Oil' Belle Isle In a Eog;-No 
Lives Lust. 

Father Point, Que., Aug. S.— Steam- 
ship Montreal, of the Dominion Line, 
which sailed from Montreal .July ."fist 

for Liver] 1, is totally wrecked on 

Belle Isle. The passengers anil all hands 
were saved. 

Montreal, Aug. 8.— The following 

details of the wreck of the steamship 
Montreal have been received. Soon after 
leaving Quebec, Ihe Montreal encoun- 
tered a dense fog, which was so thick 
that it was impossible to sight Father 
Point, which she was then passing. On 
Saturday immense icebergs were en- 
countered, 100 being visible to the eye 
at one time, and fin hours the engines 
were stopped, During the night the 
fog again thickened, and the en- 
gines were again slowed down, 
but not stopped. The fog con- 
tinued, and at (i o'clock on Sunday 
morning the vessel struck. Tbo en- 
gineers and firemen rushed up from be- 
low ami reported that ihe water was 
running in in torrents. There were 
Hi c.itfle men on board ami they imme- 
diately became terror-stricken ami 
rushed fur the boats and began to cut 
them loose. The officers anil crew, 
however, kept cool and succeeded in 
driving the cattle men from the boats. 
The crew were then ordered to their 
stations ami all hands were safely taken 
ashore, the ship being entirely aban- 
doned. Half an hour after she struck 
she sank stern first, only her upper 
spars remaining above the water. The 
passengers and crew are encamped on 
Bell" Isle and have provisions enough 
to last them until they can lie taken oil.

BLIND HATE. 

It is said that love is blind, but every 
one who has observed must admit that 
hate is blinder still. The hearty hater 
sees no good in the object of liis anti- 
pathy and lie has no regard for consist- 
ency in his utterances regarding him. 
This is strikingly cxempHlied in the 
manner in which tho organ of the Oppo- 
sition speaks nl t lie Leader of tho Gov- 
ernment. A little while ago Mr. Rob- 
son was declai cd by it to be not only 
tho virtual leader of the Government 
but the Government itself. It treated 
all the oi her members of the Adminis- 
tration as more ciphers. The Provincial 
Secretary was the beginning and the 
end of the Government, and lie was held 
directly and personally responsible for 
all that it did and for all that it left un- 
done. The Times, blinded by its hat- 
red of Mr. Kobson, did not see that in 
giving him credit for overshadowing all 
his colleagues it was paying him a very 
high compliment. The man who 
had intellect enough and strength 
of character enough to exercise 
such an influence over those with whom 
he was associated, must be east in no 
common mould, li • must, in fact, be a 
very superior man. Vet our contempor- 
ary when it thinks it units its purpose 
represents this man who can do with bis 
colleagues exactly as lie pleases as alto- 
gether wanting in ability, as being the 
next thing to an imbecile. It is hard to 
believe that the two pictures were 
drawn by the same hand, but when it is 
recollected that the painter's intellect 
was clouded and his vision distorted by 
hate, we see the cause of the absurd in- 
consistency. 

Since Mr. Robsou has become the 
leader of the Government, the Times is 
pursuing the same contradictory course. 
In its tirst notice of the new administra- 
tion it said that " It is practically the 
Government of last year, the only im- 
portant difference being that Mr. Rob- 
son is leader in name as well as in fact. 
. . . Practically it is the same old 
Go Vermont." Vet on Wednesday it 
said that " Mr, Robson's conduct in 
the past lias proved him to be 
totally unfitted for the position of Pre- 
mier." This policy of admitting Mr. 
Robson's great influence over his col- 
leagues while denying that he possesses 
ability, really makes the Times appeal 
ridiculous in the eyes of sensible men of 
both parties. Would it not be better 
for the Times to acknowledge what all 
know to be true, that Mr. Robsou is a 
man of very considerable ability, who 
has by the exercise of his powers of 
mind, by bis strength of character, and 
by his untiring industry won the po- 
sition which he now occupies. Besides 
the perpetual disparagement of the Pro- 
vincial Secretary is .a serious reflection 
on itself. It is a confession that it lias 
for years been doing its best to kill po- 
litically a man of no ability, who ba- 
llot only refused to be killed, but 
whose influence in the political world 
has been steadily growing greater ami 
greater. Has Mr. Robson's advance 
meat been owing to the unceasing 
abuse of the organ of the Opposition": 
Has that organ helped to increase hi. 
importance and his influence? Ho has 
certainly risen in spite of its bitter and 
unscrupulous opposition. Would it not 
be better in every way for our contem- 
porary to change its tactics and to give 
its political opponents credit for Un- 
file capacity they possess. It would, ill 
our opinion, be much the wiser course. 
It is simply silly to try to represent n 
man who, like Mr. Robson, with few oi 
no advantages, has worked his way to 
the front rank, as being a man of no no 
count intellectually or morally. If he 
were the kind of man the Times repre- 
sents liim to be he would never have 
advanced a step beyond the position he 
occupied when lie came to the province, 
it should by this time have outgrown 
the weakness and shallowness of the 
village Penny Whistle which foolishly 
imagines that it would do itself any 
amount of harm if it admitted that an 
opponent possessed the least ability 
or any good quality, social or moral. 
The Timet) knows that Mr. Kobson 
is a iiiim of much more than ordinary 
intellectual ability, and that he pos- 
sesses no small share of administrative 
talent and political sagacity. Why 
does it not make the admission lit once 
that lie is a public man Worthy of the 
opposition witli which it honors him J 
This would not be magnanimous | it 
would be nothing more than what coin ' 
nib.u sense dictates. It is not credil.iblo 
tor our contemporary to have to admit 
that it has for years been lighting with 



all its might against a "slight man," 
politically and intellectually, without 
having done him any more harm than 
tho mosquitoes that nave buzzed about 
bis ears. . 

A B00DL1NG SECTION. 

The cloven foot is very easily seen in 
ono of tho sections of tho Bill entitled 
"An Act to incorporate tho Victoria, 
.Saanich and New Westminster Railway 
Company." It is section 8, which reads 
as follows : 

"The Company may apply out of the 
money so raised a sum not ex- 
ceeding ono hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars to the payment 
of such bonuses to its promoters or 
other persons who have assisted in the 
furtherance of the undertaking as are 
agreed upon by tho provisional direct- 
ors either before or after the passing of 
this Act." 

Hero is a pretty provision for boodle ! 
A hundred and fifty thousand dollars of 
tho stockholders money were to bo dis- 
tributed among "the promoters or other 
pot-Bons." It is not likely that they 
would take a single dollar less than the 
law allowed thoin. There is a charm- 
ing iudeliniteness about this section. 
What "the promoters and other per- 
sons" were to do to entitle them to the 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars of 
the paid-up shares is not mentioned. 
Was this a secret service fund, to bo 
spent in corrupting electors, or was it 
to pay the promoters and others for 
their very disinterested services? 

Whether this clause has been retained 
in tho Act nf Incorporation or not we 
have no means of knowing, as we have 
been unable to obtain a copy of it, but 
it is more than likely that it was scored 
out by the RaHway Committee It was 
cruel of them to disappoint the hopes of 
the expect tut "promoters andother per- 
sons," but the scheme was too audacious 
altogether. No parliamentary commit- 
tee could possibly countenance such a 
plan for grabbing boodle under the sanc- 
tion of law. But it showed clearly 
enough what the intentions of the pro- 
motors were, and what spirit they are 
of. One hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars was a pretty big pile of plunder. 
It would be interesting to know who ex- 
pected to get the biggest share. 



A FOOLISH FAULT-FINDER. 

The Times finds fault with tho Leader 
of the Government having appointed 
Mr. Theodore Davie Attorney-General. 
It abuses that gentleman very heartily, 
but it has not begun to show that he is 
incapable of performing the duties of 
office to which he has been appointed. If 
the Lieutenant-Governor had violat <1 the 
first principle of responsible government 
and on the death of the late Leader of 
the Government called upon the Hon. 
Vlr. Heaven, who has a following of six 
out of the twenty-seven members of the 
Legislative Assembly, would he have 
been able to have procured the services 
of a gentleman to fill the office of At- 
torney-General better able to perform 
its duties than Mr. Davie. Mr. Hole 
has the tirst claim to the office, being 
the leading lawyer in the opposition 
ranks. Would he make a better At- 
torney-General than Mr, Davie? The 
public are pretty good judges of legal 
ability, and which of these gentlemen, 
judged by their practice, have they 
given the preference ? Or it may be that 
Mr. Mole's claims would be ignored and 
Mr. Hett, as he was before, appointed. 
Is Mr. Hett's standing as a lawyer 
higher than that of Mr. Theodore 
Davie? We do not wish to make any 
invidious comparisons, but the position 
taken by the Times compels us to com- 
pare the best legal talent at the disposal 
of tho leader of the Opposition with 
that of which Mr. Robson has availed 
himself in the formation of the now Gov- 
ernment. 

It must not be forgotten, too, that 
Mr. Davie is not the only lawyer in the 
Government. Mr. Pooley is also a 
member of tho Executive Council, and 
a Government that contains two such 
lawyers as Mr. Theodore Davie and Mr. 
Pooley can hardly be said to be deficient 
in legal ability and experience.

Vancouver World: The Hon. Theo- 
dore Davie becomes Attorney-General, 
the portfolio rendered vacant by the 
death of bis deceased brother. In the 
front rank of his profession in this prov- 
ince, he is incomparably the best crim- 
inal lawyer we have, and is thus emin- 
ently fitted for the high position to 
which he has been called.

the part of true friends. Victoria has 
nothing whatever to gu ill by defeating 
the Attorney-General. It is not often 
that this city is so fortunate as to have 
two of its representatives members of 
the Govoiliinunt. The electors know 
this, and they are not likely to throw 
away such an advantage If the 
doctor's prospects of being returned 
werojvery much belter than they are, 
we think that there is no kindness in 
inducing him to undergo the annoyance, 
the fatigue and the expense of running 
an election when there is really nothing 
at stake. But if ho chooses to sacrifice 
himself for the sake of his party, we 
have no wish to deter him.

Tho amount of hair-dye used by arti- 
sans and lahorors of all sorts Is not 
only enormous, but Increases day by 
day. It Is not vunity which impels 
thorn to tho practice, it is life, for 
which it is well worth dyoing. 

Tho testimony on tho subject is un- 
deniable. A knight of tho razor in 
tho north of London testifies that ho 
is doing a tremendous trade in hair- 
dyo with working-men for the reasons 
given above. "They take it homo," 
ho said, "and get their wivos to lay it 
on. In many cases it is an absolute 
necessity with female employes. Pro- 
prietors of big millinery establishments 
won't havo women with gray hair on 
tho premises. 

"You've no idea what misory I've 
boon aware of in familios from' gray 
hair. I knew a man, a father of six 
children. All of a suddon, from ill- 
ness, 1 think, his hair whitened, and 
his employer took tho earliest oppor- 
tunity of giving him tho sack, and 
getting a younger man in his place. 
Ho couldn't obtain anothor situation 
anywhere, and tho more trouble ho 
had tho older ho looked. At last, whon 
ho was at his wit's end, somo ono told 
him to get his hair dyod, and, what's 
moro, lent him tho money to havo it 
done. Well, ho's got anothor place. 
It's less monoy; but you'd hardly 
know him again. I've soon scores 
like him. Your young folk may sneor 
at dyo and crnck jokes on the subject, 
but as truo as I'm not a Dutchman it's 
been tho salvation of many hard-work- 
ing men and women." A lady dealing 
in human hak- near St. Pancras, when 
sounded on tho subject, admitted tho 
practico, and allowed that she dealt 
very largely in dyo, noarly all vended 
to those earning their living in largo 
commercial establishments. 

Tho same talo wns repeated by 
ono who did a good deal of 
traffic in this way with ladies of 
the theatrical persuasion. "Lor' 
bloss you." ho exclaimed, "with- 
out hair-dye somo of thoso women 
would bo nowhere. What would you 
say, if you was a manager, if a girl 
with gray locks came to you and 
wanted an engagement? I expect 
you'd show her tho door pretty quick- 
ly. I'm not talking of those vain 
young females who turn black to gold 
or red to brown. I mean the choristor 
of thirty-five to forty, still good look- 
ing, but who is beginning to show tho 
powder puff on her head. There isn't 
ono, there isn't twenty, there Isn't a 
hundred, but I'd liko to bet thoro's a 
thousand or moro In the United King- 
dom. Their groat-grandmothers had 
to woar wigs; their descendants aro a 
deal moro comfortable with a liltlo 
harmless coloring matter on their 
own hair." And so tho story runs ad 
infinitum. — London Tolegraph.
